There 
is considerable more room in 
the Caravan than in the 
Confederation Train which 
visited the larger centres in 
Alberta earlier this year and 
the Caravan can comfort¬ 
ably accommodate ten thou¬ 
sand people per day. 

At the stops the Caravan 
has already made, it has 
been found that with school 
children going through in 
the early part of the day 
there is still ample room for 
adult visitors and no lengthy 
lineups. No set arrange¬ 
ments have !>een made to 
bus the school children from 
the outlying districts in to 
Vulcan to view the Caravan; 
therefore no specific times 
have been set for children 
and the Caravan will be 
open to ail visitors starting 
at 11:00 a.m. 

It's not a museum or an art 
gallery or a history lesson. It’s 
more like a time machine trip 
to visit the people of all walks of 
life who lived and worked, laughed 
nnd - w ept—m- - C nna dn — b e fore —we- 
eame along. 

This major Centennial Commis¬ 
sion project took almost four 
years to produce from idea to 
fact.

Former Lawyer 
Here, H. J. Maber 
Dies At Victoria 

A well-known former lawyer at 
Vulcan for many years, Herbert 
James Maber died at Victoria, 
B.C., on May 8, 1967, in his 89th 
year. 

Mr. Maber was born in Boscome, 
Bournemouth, England, and be¬ 
fore coming to Calgary in 1907 
he was engaged in law at Bourne¬ 
mouth and at Mark Lane in the 
City of London. Soon after his 
arrival in Calgary he was appoint¬ 
ed Clerk of the' Court and held 
that position fbr three years be¬ 
fore becoming associated in the 
practice of law' with Messrs. 
Tweedie and McGillivray, who 
later became judges of the 
Supreme Court of Alberta. After 
leaving that office he practiced 
on his own account at Calgary 
and at Vulcan until his retirement 
in 1949 to Victoria. 

He was one of the original 
members of the Calgary Golf & 
Country Club and remained a 
member until 1949. He was a 
senior member of the Ranchmen’s 
Club at Calgary and a member of 
the Victoria Golf Club. 

Mr. Maber Is survived by his 
wife, Gladys Irene, at the resi¬ 
dence in Port Washington, Pender 
Island, B.C.; a sister, Mrs. Ewart 
Myall-Cook of Cornwall, England: 
a niece, Miss Phyllis Maber, of 
Victoria; two nephews, Charles H. 
Maber of Nanaimo and Edward 
M. Maber of Clinton, B.C., and 


The County of Vulcan’s recrea¬ 
tion area by-law failed to gain the 
approval of a majority of resident 
ratepayers in the proposed recrea¬ 
tion area on Tuesday of this week, 
with the unofficial count Tuesday 
evening being 95 against and 90 
for the byiaw. 

The bylaw would have author¬ 
ized the County to establish a 
recreation area in the Vulcan 
district and enter into an agree¬ 
ment with the Town of Vulcan 
for the establishment of joint 
rccrealion programs and a joint 
recreation board. A recreation tax 
of one mill would have been 
levied on all rateable property in 
the proposed recreation area if 
the bylaw had been passed. 

Strong opposition in the Brant 
area defeated the bylaw. The un¬ 
official count at the six polls 
showed that less than 59% of the 
eligible ratepayers <185 out of 
316) cast their votes. Voting by 
polls went as follows:

Because of the lateness of the 
year mulching could mean the dif 
ferenee between success or failure 
in the garden. 

Polyethylene mulching is not 
used as extensivly as it could be 
even though its beneficiae effects 
on maturity and productivity are 
well known ,says CDA hort 
iculture researcher H. T. Allen.

At the Federal Research Station 
at Lacombe, mulching has produc 
ed favorable results with cucumber 
melon, pumpkin, squash, peppers, 
egg plants, bush beans, sweet com 
brussels sprouts, cauliflower and 
gladioli. Melons, egg plants and 
peppers are borderline crops that 
produce a marketable product in 
most seasons with mulch, but are 
usually failures without it. 

Cucumbers have been one of the 
most responsive crops. In 1966 
transplants ofthj^JIajdc£l£rvariety 
- milR'Ili'll WllTTathree-footsTiTp - 
2 mil clear polyethylene, produced 
164 marketable fruits from 10 
plants. A yield of 75 fruits was ob 
tained from transplants without 
mulch and only four fruits from 
fields seeded without mulch. 

Tests with gladioli have proven 
that six to eight days earlier flow 
ering can be obtained with early 
and midseason varieties and four 
to seven days with late varieties, 
when clear polyethylene mulching 
is used. 

For best results the recommend 
ed varieties and cultural practices 
for the area should be used in con 
junction with the mulching mater 
lal. Although clear polyethylene 
has proven to be slightly superior 
to the black, weed growth under 
the clear may create a problem and 
extra care will have to be exercised 
to prevent lifting of the mulch. 
For upright growing crops such as 
peppers, brussels sprouts, and glad¬ 
ioli an 18-inch strip of plastic has 
been satisfactory, but spreading 
crops such as cucumbers require a 
wider strip of at least 36 inches. 
In all instances the edges of the 
mulch must be held tight to the 
ground with soil or otner means 
to prevent lifting by winds. Holes 
or cross-shaped slits large enough 
to accommodate the plants are cut 
at the time of seeding or planting, 
or as emergence occurs with seed¬ 
ed crops. A uniform spacing will fa¬ 
cilitate handling. 

Because the greatest benefit from 
mulching is obtained through fast¬ 
er germination and early growth 
the mulch should be laid before or 
immediately after planting o r 
seeding.
